Tobaces Referendum -- Two referendums on tobaceo marketing quotas probabiy 
WLLL be heid in Noverber. Both Burley and dark tobacco growers hove 
recormended November 23, Dus to nundineg legislation which may affect 
the referendum, the dark tobacee due my be later. It is planned, 
however, that both referendums be held prior ‘to the opening «i the 
marketing seasons of Burley ami dark tobaese. An extensive pre- 
yeferendum campaign of information is plenned tn beth instances. — 
State, district, county and commmity meetings to ciecuss the probl sas 
confronting the growers will be held, pax ticularly during the two weeks 
prior to the referendums. Madio will be used, with broadeasta of 
interviews and speeches interpreting the issues. llewspapor ToLcases,

The relationship between agricultural 
preparedness and armed preperedness osy be shown In a radio prepram 
in which o farmer, a businessman and a young man eligible for draft 
are the participants, It should point out that the Nation’s strength, 
waether in a military way or a business way, has its roots in agri-~ 
culture. Therefore the suctess of the Farm Program is vital to the 
entire Nation. A suggested serict might be worked out aleny these 
lines: (2) Young min about to enter military training is concerned 
avout good feed and plenty of it while in trainin,, and about 4 job 
when he returns hone; (b) farmer points out the adequate food eupplies 
now on hand, and says that continuance of the Lver-Normal Granary 
plan guarantees plenty for the futures (c) businessman indicates his 
understanding that crricultural success enables business to suce sed , 
tnereby assuring the young man a job when he returns from training» 
The program should feature the young man, since tne public ia interested 
in hearing from these who may soon be serving in the army --- but it 
ghould give the farmer and the businessman epportunity to show world 
conditions rhich make militery training necessary, and to point out 
that ccoperetion between agriculture and business is vital to national 
@sfenes,. The farmer should explain hew the AAA Farm Program helps 
make thie cooperation possible. ith variations as to speakers and 
approach, this same general pattern can be followed in more than ons 
breadeast.

News storice and feature erticices 
should be prepared for late fali ard early winter release, Showing 
how farmers and comumities benefitted from 1940 crop insurance, 
and other advantages, Local news cats cre valuable; if year Stete 
office dcssn't have an arrangement te cet then on tontract, FCiC 
will get thon for you, 

Radic —- During the peak of the crop insurance campaign, spot radio announce- 
ments about-a minute in length will, be valuable. Loner programs con 
be produced, elso, t¢ show the relotionship of crop insurance to in 

coved farm security, nationsi defense, and better income for formers 
ani businasamen. The pregrams can point oat the uncertainty ef tryung 
to guess what cropa will be like, and the value of having a definita 
stop insurance Income to fail beek on. 


Visual — New pictures should be provided for the crep insursnes displey 
panels. You can resat the metal molding which holds the pictures in 
place, should you wish te use liurcer pictures or change the arrenge= 
ment, Crop insurance posters should be posted throurhout wheat areas, 
States which use film strips might coneider preparation of a localised 
Film strip showing the value of crop insurance in a particular ores. 


Other =. Every wheat frower snould have a copy of “Questions and Answers 
on 1941 Federal Crop Insurance.” CUlreular letters should be sent to 
all wheat prowers in your State. 
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
